The departm ent of agricu ltu re has 
issu ed the following bu lletin 
Con­ 
cerning the necessity of selecting the 
best of corn for seed : 
Requ ests are now reaching the de­ 
partm ent for inform ation in regard 
to preparing seed corn to r planting. 
The most vital part of seed 
corn 
selection work can be perform ed on­ 
ly at corn ripening time in the tall. 
Of thou sands of different lots 
of 
seed corn planted by the 
Office of 
Corn Investigations not one lot of 
seed that m atu red properly and was 
gathered as soon as 
m atu re 
and 
promptly dried has been fou nd poor 
of germ ination. 
Every corn grower shou ld 
now 
spend a day or more getting his seed 
corn entirely 
ready for 
planting. 
The present work consists of dis­ 
carding u ndesirable ears, gei-mina- 
tion testing, nu bbing, classifying the 
ears, shelling, and testing the accu r­ 
acy of drop of the corn planter. 
The qu ality and produ ctiveness of 
the seed su pply can now lie improved 
! by discarding the poorer 
e a r s and 
the poorer kernels. 
The seed corn shou ld lie ‘"¡is dry 
as a bone,” and among the ears that 
appeared u ndesirable ones will now 
be fou nd. 
Discard any that have 
disclored kernels or cob or that have 
a dead appearance. 
D iscard any 
that are light in weight and any with 
u ndesirable kernels, su ch as 
small 
size, very sharp beaks, 
germs 
of 
poor development and appearance, 
etc. 
All the ear> retained shou ld show 
good development and m atu rity; be 
heavy for their size, and contain sol- 
icl-\igorou "-looking kernels of fairly 
u niform size and shape. 
These de­ 
sirable ears shou ld now be tested to 
determine 
whether all the 
kernels 
will grow. 
Althou gh good seed selection and 
preservation u su ally make a sepa­ 
rate testing of the germ ination of 
each ear u nnecessary, it is advis­ 
able to exercise precau tion by de­ 
m onstrating that the ears will ger­ 
m inate well. 
Ten kernels from each 
of 50 ears can be tested by one of 
the variou s m ethods that have been 
so well described in literatu re. 
This 
dem onstration that 50 representa­ 
tive ears germ inate satisfactorily is 
su fficient evidence of the u selessness 
of testing each ear of the entire su p­ 
ply. 
If ears o f 
poor 
germ ination 
shou ld he fou nd, it will he advisable 
to test each ear of the entire su pply 
in order to he able to d isc a rd those 
in poor germ ination. 
D iscard the small, partially devel­ 
oped kernels from the tip of the ears 
becau se su ch kernels do not yield 
well. 
Carefu l Held experim ents have 
dem onstrated that they 
grow 
into 
small, barren, and poor produ cing 
stalks. 
Discard the rou nd, thick kernels 
from the bu tts of the ears, becau se 
the corn planter cannot drop evenly 
if they are inclu ded with the other 
kernels. 


HOGS ME TEI 
G E IT S IH 


Kernels that have been inju red by 
mice or weevils, or that are other­ 
wise u ndesirable, shou ld also he dis­ 
carded before the ears are shelled. 
As it is highly advisable that the 
corn planter shou ld drop an equ al 
nu mber of kernels in each hill, which 
it can not do u nless the kernels are 
of u niform size and shape, it is ad ­ 
visable to classify the ears before 
shelling them. 
Those having large 
kernels shou ld be inclu ded in 
one 
.class and those having mediu m-size 
kernels in another class. 
Each class 
shou ld he shelled and bagged separ­ 
ately. 
To these hags, the planter 
plates that testing has shown 
will 
drop regu larly the proper nu mber of 
kernels, shou ld he tied for conven­ 
ience at planting time. 
Shelled seed corn can he cleaned 
and graded by expensive, properly 
adju sted graders, hu t the 
method 
ju st described of classifying the ear 
before shelling is more satisfactory. 
Seed corn shou ld be shelled 
by 
hand. 
Carefu l hand shelling pays 
the man who plants bu t a tew acres, 
and it pays to a g reater degree the 
man who plants hu ndreds of acres. 
Each ear shou ld he shelled separate­ 
ly into a hand sieve. 
This permits 
the chaff 
from 
the 
cob to 
fall 
throu gh and the kernels from each 
ear to be closely inspected before 
du mped into the general su pply.

Agricultural Department proposes to 
find out through certain of its ex­ 
periment stations which are devoted 
to nutrition investigations. 
The department assumes that as 
everybody eats, everybody wants to 
know something about what he eats, 
and the avidity with which farmers’ 
bulletins on nutrition have been read 
and followed in the past has led to 
an enlargement of this work, so that 
it will appeal to the city dweller, 
who eats just a s much a s the farmer 
but generally knows less about his 
food. 
“We arc now 
able 
to 
measure 
many factors involved in the case 
of food, 
clothing 
and 
household 
equipment,” said Dr. C. F. 
Lang­ 
worthy, who is in charge of the nu­ 
trition investigations. 
“ We have a 
small calorimeter with which we have 
been studying the ripening of vege­ 
tables and bananas, and 
we have 
found that they give forth carbon di­ 
oxide, they absorb oxygen and they 
give off heat. 
“A bunch of bananas 
gives 
off 
half a calorie of energy per kilogram 
through the period of ripening in this 
calorimeter. 
We have found that 
the carbon dioxide of the air in the 
calorimeter is what the plant gives 
off during the process of 
ripening 
and I am convinced that before these 
experiments are completed we 
are 
going to add to the bananas ship­ 
per’s knowledge a s to the best man­ 
ner of handling bananas after they 
come into the market or into 
the 
housekeeper’s hands. 
“We also have a larger respira­ 
tion calorimeter large enough to ac­ 
comodate a human 
energy 
for a 
longer or a shorter period, and in it 
we can tell exactly the amount of 
energy required to perform a cer­ 
tain task. 
For instance, I could not 
do a specific tusk on a low table as 
economically as if the table 
were 
higher, but I can measure with 
a 
calorimeter and find that I need a 
table so that the top would he level 
with my hands. 
“With all this efficiency work they 
are talking about in connection with 
the factories, not a single soul lias 
ever made a qualitative study 
of 
the energy 
involved . 
They 
talk 
about improved methods, and they 
are improved methods, but as far as 
I know nobody has ever made a sin­ 
gle qualitative study 
of 
them. 
I 
know of a case where in the farm 
kitchen they brought the water from 
the wash basin out of doors. 
The 
roller towel was kept on the other 
side of the kitchen from the wash 
basin so that very time they washed 
their hands they had to walk across 
the kitchen. 
That is a crude illust­ 
ration of the waste of strength and 
material that comes from improper 
use of equipment.
